Dear Jack: 

I am fascinated by your comments about the gold coins mentioned in the recent communications. 

The current conclusions are that CINCINNATI MINING & TRADING COMPANY gold coins were dated only in 1849 and 
were in denominations of only $5 and $10. There are no known Cincinnati double eagle or $20 coins with that name but 
there were several other double eagles coined by other issuers with their names . The origin and location of the 
CINCINNATI company are unknown. Maybe the Fischel (?) relationship to Cincinnati may help solve the problem. Has 
anyone done any research on this matter in Cincinnati? There are excellent Cincinnati city and business directories from 
the early period and that might be studied further. 

The $5 Norris, Gregg & Norris gold pieces (I have one) are all dated 1849 and use in the text SAN FRANCISCO except 
one known example at the Smithsonian Institution which has STOCKTON instead. I suggest that your grandson takes a 
look at his at convenience.to see if his is extremely valuable by being the Stockton variety. 

Very many German Jewish and Catholic families came to Cincinnati and to St. Louis during the German Protestant 
revolution of 1848 and some farmers earlier . My grandfather ( Elijah Newman ) came to Cincinnati about 1844 but his 
son Samuel E. Newman came to St. Louis in 1901 as an intern after graduating from the Miami Medical College in 
Cincinnati. He stayed here but none of his family came to Missouri thereafter. 

I hope this drivel is of interest to you. Eric
